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World, they were © ſcandalous. My Warrant of Commitment was 
ſigned by thirteen more Lords of the Council, whoſe Names } omit to - 
publiſh, as baving that Charity for ſome of them ; it was their [gno- 
rance and Fear that made them ſet-their Hands'z and others of them 1 
have hopes God will give them Grace to repent, and make ſatisfaction 
for their Wrongs done me : I am ſure ſome of them may do it with the 
lifting up of a Finger, if they havea Will tozt, I will engage, let them 
ſerve balf the Merchants upon the Exchange as they did me, they will 
forbid their being Merchants again.

Pon this Warrant I was detained in the Tower fifteen Weeks and

= for theſpace of ſix Weeks I was denied the ſight of any Friend, . 
and not ſo much as my Wife, Children, Servants, Doctor or Apothe- 


--£ary permitted to come near me, though 1 was languiſhing under a vio- 
lent Ague and Fever. : : My Wife petitioned all that time to be confined 


with me, but could not obtain i till ſix Weeks being elapſed, when ſhe 
omg it, and alſo Liberty for me to walk with my Warder in the 
Ower. 

In the time of my Impriſonment ſeyeral Stratagems were uſed tode- 
ſtroy me z diligent Enquiry was made in moſt of the reighbouring 
Counties about Londen, to find whether I had been in any of them, to 
the end that they might pack me out of London, and get meindited 
and murdered as Colledg was at Oxford - they endeavoured to ſuborn 
Engliſh Witneſſes againit me, the Iriſh being become infamous : they 
alſo took ſome into a Meſlenger's Cuſtody, and threatned that they 
themſelves ſhould be hanged, if they would not ſwear 2gainſt me. More- 
over, they had it unger conſideration to cut my Throat in the Tower ; 
for Major Hawley (in whoſe Houſe the Earl of Efex*s Throat was cut) 
being enquired of, what would be done with Wilmer ? he made anſwer, 
He is a ſtubborn Rogue, his Throat muft be cut. 

During the time of my Impriſonment my Petition was put in by Friends 
at two ſeveral Seſſions at the Old-Baily, praying to be tricd or releaſed : 
but that would not avail; ſo that I was detained till the laſt Day of 
Michaelme Term, 1681 ; when being brought by Habeu Corpm to the 
Court of King's-Bench, I was ſet at _ upon 9ooo 0.

AS not here a denying and delaying of Juſtice, and an abſolute 
Breach of Magna Charta ? What ſhall l ſay ? All Deſigns of ta- 

king away my Life failing; now I muſt be ruined in my Eſtate. At that 
time I owed almoſt 10000 {. no Servant nor any Friend was ſuffered to 
ſpeak to me : my People were forced to follow the beſt ways they could- 
to pay runniag Bills of Exchange, and tn order to it to tell Goods at- 
any Rates, every one calling for every Penny I owed, and no one giving 
me Credit for a Penny ; being then tn ſo{trong a Hold, and under ſo 
black a Charge : whereas before I thank God I had a fair Credit npon 
the Exchange, and was it great-buſineſs. Fhe Wiſdom therefore of 
our Forefathers, to obtain the Prividege that no Citizen ſhould be com-- 
mitted to any Priſon but the Ciry*s, where he is fure quickly to, come 
to.Trial, deſerves to be remembred with Honour : for it's not With 2 
Merohant in Trade, as it is with 4 Country-Gentleman ; though he be _, 
falſly. impriſoned, he is not damnified 2s is the Merchant ;, for bis Eftate 
being-in Lands, his Rents are going on, which he will receive at his be- 
ing- reſtored to Liberry; but a Merchant in-great Trade and Credit, 
and doing much as a-FaCtor, as well as upon his own account ; and his 
Buſineſs lying in many Countries, as 'was my Cafe : | ſay, let him be

In a few days afterwards, they came upon me with a Writ de homine

- To the Writ de homine Replegiando, the Sheriffs Pilkington and 
Shute, by the Advice of able Counſel, made a ſpecial Return ; ſetting 
forth, that the Boy before, and in the preſence of two Juſtices, had 
bound himſelf Apprentice to me, and was by me ſent in my Service to 
Tamaics ;, ſo that they could not replevy him. But the Court of King's- 
Bench not liking this Return, ſent an Attachment againſt the Sheriffs, 
who appearing in Court, were threatned if they would not return E- 
langavit upon the Writ, they ſhould be committed : The Sheriffs ſeeing 
this, told me that the uo Warrano being brought againſt the City, 
if they ſhould go to Prifon for ſtanding by me, it might tend to the 

eat Prejudice of the City, in taking them off from attending the De- 

ence of the Charter and asked me what | would bave them to do ? 
Whereupon, ſeeing Matters at this paſs, I was content that the Sheriffs 
ſhould give me up, by returning Elongevit, as the Court required. Which 
being done, a Writ called, A Capias i» Withernam, is immediately iſlued 
againſt me, to take me into cuſtody, and detain me until I produced the 
Boy,, Upon the Writ, 1 was inſtantly and moſt induſrioully ſearched 
after, and had fallen into.their bands, but that going juſt before to retain 
Mr. Pollexfen (lately Lord-Chief- Juſtice of the Common-Pleas) as my 
Counſel; He very honeſtly and worthily, like himſelf, ſaid to me, 1am 
loth to take your Money, for I can do you no good ;, 1 ſee the Court is 
ſet againſt you, and reſolved to ruin you ;, therefore my Advice is, ſell 


what you.can, and put it into Money, and.go your ways. - 
Within . 
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- Within a few days after, they brought on a Trial agaiaſt me in the 
King's-Bench, by a well-prepared Kentiſh Jury, upon the Information 
for the pretended. Kidnapping. To this Trial, the villanous Proſecutors 
brought a pack of ſuborned Witnelles, who had all imaginable Coun- 
tenance and Encouragement from the Court : when onthe other ſide, 
the Lord-Chief-Juſtice Pemberton did brow-beat the Witneſſes brought 
by me, and committed one of them, whoconfronted, and ina Point 
molt undoubtedly true, falſified a Witneſs brought againſt me; and 
alſo denied to hear many of my Witneſſes. By this Management, was a 
Verdict obtained againſt me; for which Service, the Jury were well 
payed, having been allowed a great Sum of Money upon pretence of 
their Travelling, beſides upwards of 40 /. ſpent at a Dinner upon them. 
And thus did King Charles the Second, carry in great meaſure his Point, 
and execute his Threat to ruin me. 


Refleions on the eleventh Seftion.06 - 


THE Proſecution of me, upon this pretence of Kidnapping, was 
committed to two vile Wretches; as all who knew them will de- 
clare. Yavaſor ſpeaking of me, declared his ExpeCtation of great Pre- 
ferment if he could rout the Dog Wilmer, that Ignoramus Dog, as he 
expreſſed himſelf : and not long after, as a very uſeful Man, he was pre- 
ferred, and made one of the Witneſſes againſt the pretended Rioters at 
Guildhall, in the EleCtion of Sheriffs at 2jdſummer, 1682, when Sir Johns 
Moore made a Riot there, in order to the making North and Rich Sheriffs : 
And Beaumont was a Miſcreant who had been guilty of razing a Record, 
and of Perjury. Such Men as theſe were moſt proper Inſtruments for 
ſuch a Work. A certain knowledg of the Expence in this malicious 
Proſecution of me, which was found in the Accompts of Graham and 
Burton, reported in the Houſe of Commons, and which Major Wildman 
can produce,would convince the World how far the State was concerned 
in this Matter, and that it was eſteemed more than a private Quarrel.

Rom the time of this Verdict, I was adviſed by Counſel, and per- 
F ſwaded by Friends, to keep out of the Reach of thoſe who were 


bent upon my Ruin, and thirſted after my Blood ; and l ſecreted 
my ſelf in England for about a Year's ſpace; in which time, Meſſengers 
with

-with Conſtables would come at all Hours of the Night to ſearch my 
Houſe for we, I then retired into Holland, whither about a Year after 
my Wife and Children followed me. My implacable Enemies now find- 
ing that they could not have their Will on my Perſon, caſt about how to 
ſtarve me and my Family in Holand; to which End, they procure a 
Commillion upon the Statute of Bankrupts to be taken out againſt me : 
Which a Perſon related to me, underſtanding, went to the Commiſſio- 
ners, and told them that they needed not to take ſuch a Courſe with his 
Couſin Wilmer,for he would pay every Man twenty Shillings in the Pound 
who ſhou!d make due proof of his Debt : hereupon, the Commiſſioners 
ſeeing the Villany and foul Praftice in the Caſe, were backward to pro- 
cee&yupon the Commiſſion ; and having no Proof of my being a Bank- 
rupt, they never declared me ſuch, but the Commiſſion fell. This mali- 
cious Proſecution being thus over, I had ſome Reſt in Holland: And 
meeting with very civil Treatment from the Dutch, I continued there 
five or ſix Years, until the Expedition of bis Highneſs the Prince of 0. 
range, in which I attended him, having pawned my Plate and Wiye's 
Jewels, to equip my ſelf and Servant, as a Volunteer of Horſe, 


Refleftions on the twelfth Seition. 


HE Hardſhips in this my Caſe are not to be readily paraliel'd : I 

was at firſt mark*d out for DeſtruCtion, for having (when 1 was 
called out as a Jury-Man) given a moſt righteous Verdit. My Ruing 
as moſt cloſely purſued,by the ſeveral Steps before recited and l being 
by. that ankenlagcty malicious Proſecution, drove into Exile, a molt 


-unreaſonable and unjuſt Attempt was then made to compleat my Ruine, 


and ſtarve me and my Family ina ſtrange Land : but the divine Provi- 


dence did wonderfully preſerve and ſupport us there ; and I returned to 


my Native Country with his preſent Majeſty, in his glorious Expedition 
which, as God be praiſed, hath ſo well ſucceeded ; but if it had miſcar- 
ryed, I ſhould not have found Mercy, but muſt have died in the Field 
with my Sword in my Hand ; or if taken alive, may ſay, without pre- 
tending to the Spirit of Prophecy, that my Head and Quarters would 
have been ſet on the Gates of London. 


To conclude; As 1 have given you a Jury of Sefions, with Refleti- 
ons On them, let me now ſum up all with brief Conſiderations on the. 
whole. It could not be poſlible to imagine there ſhould have been (© vis

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8s there were in the late Reigns, had the Government not had ſome

the Maſter become the Apprentice, and the Apprentice become the Ma- 
Ner. All theſe Artifices were uſed to compaſs their wicked Ends, to rule 
over us according to their Maxim, Divide & Impera. This may therefore 
be a Caution to all Engliſh Men for the future, to be jealous of any Par- 
ty whatſoever, that is Red-fire-hot againſt all Men that are not of the 
ſame Church with'them. When -any Church or Number of Men ſhall 
confederate themſelves to oppreſs or tyrannize over any ſort of Men 
that differ from them, but more eſpecially fall on them that differ only in 
Circumſtance and not in Subſtance, I ſhall much queſtion the Truth of 
that Church, or of that Confederacy, whether they are of Chriſt or not; 
eſpecially, that tyrannize over Men that ſtand in the way of their world- 
ly Greatneſs and wortdly Preferment. | muſt look on that Chatech, -and 
on that Confederacy, as a worldly Church and Confedertey; and not the 
Church of Chriſt. All Mankind, by Nature, that have only reſtraining 
Grace, are only chained Devils, and may live ſober in Civil Societies, 
under the Government of good Laws duly executed, and be neighbour- 
Iy with their Neighbours; but if once the Chains of good Laws 'be taken 
off, or the due Execution be omitted, then the Devils tet loofe, will ſooh 
ſhew themſelves, .and Right and Wrong will be Weak and Strong, and 
the Greater preying on the Leſſer : therefore the great Wiſdom and 
Care of all Civil Governments and Societies, are to look well to it,-that 
they have good Laws and impartial Execution of Juſtice, without Fa- 
your and Aﬀection ; that is the only way to keep all in-Peace and Quiet.

two Things : The firſt is more affeftionately and fincerely to love and 
ſerve my God: And the ſecond is to be doing more good, and ſerving 
,of my Generation. For 14 Years paſt, ever ſince 1 ſaw. plainly your 
Ruine was determined by Popiſh and Jeſaited Councils, I dedicated my 
Life, and all that is dear to me and my Family, to your Service, to the 
Troth whereof God bears me witneſs herein, that I lie not ; and not- 
withſtanding the many Hazards I have run for you, and Damages in 
Eſtate ſuffered for you, and the coarſe Uſage I bave met with fince my 
Rerurn to you, yet | am no ways diſcouraged hereat from doing my Du-
